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1* Aooording to RHMKLLATE a decision see reached recently to esta blish 
a "military committee'’ In the OVS. composed of the sm a ller MATO n at i o n s and 
vhich will here the HATO Standing Conittee under it* Reportedly this decision 
see reenhel in Washington during the last HATO Chiefs of Staff Conference. This 
eeaalttee runs parallel te the Speak Committee. 

• 2. Admiral Radford originally sent along with the Ties expressed toy earn 
Chiefs of Staff that tbs smaller nations should participate la the Standing 
Committee. However be reportedly reversed himself and agreed *th the suggestion 
toy the Osman Chief of Staff that a military committee should be appointed* 
eoqpoesd of representatives of the smaller nations. The Military Ceonittee mill 
toe headed toy e four-star General from one of the smaller nations mho will serve es 
rotating Chairman for a two-year tarn. 

3 , a decision will toe mads this fall as to who will toe the first Chairman. 
HSHK1&AT2 thinks it will go to either the Chief of Staff of Canada or tbs 
Rettaerlande. Reportedly the German Chief of Staff hopes to become Chairman of 
tbo Military Committee in lata 195? or early I960! following the first Chairman 
to toe appointed late this year. 

U. HBJffiLUTE is obviously pleassd with his present assignment. He has net 
boon the subject of criticism recently, which may be portly attributable to tho 
opponents' preoccupation with the elections. Ho personally anticipates no c h a n ge 
in hi* status following the elections or for the foreseeable future. His personal 
relationship with UPTHRUST is as good as ever, had he eeesahia freq uently. It Is 
ay impression that many military policy decisions are mads by UPTHRUST in 
collaboration with HNHKLLATE much to the chagrin of the letter's boss. 
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
